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INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CounciIL:— 

The annual city election has passed; the days of con- 
gratulations and hand-shaking are now soon to be forgotten, 
and we are to be launched into the busy affairs of our 
respective duties. It is true that the election of Tuesday 
last was extremely pleasant and gratifying as far as our 
individual aspirations may be concerned, and, still, beyond 
all these fancies, we are impressed with the implicit confi- 
dence manifested by our respective citizens, and, in assum- 
ing the duties of this high and esteemed position, I should 
be false to my convictions if I did not take, at this time, the 
opportunity to express my deepest feelings of acknowledg- 
ment to you, and through you to every citizen of the city of 
. Somersworth, of my profound appreciation of the honors 
they have conferred upon me for the second time during the 
history of our city. I may truly esteem it as a very great 
honor, inasmuch as I received at this annual election nearly 
two-thirds of all the votes cast, and in opposition to one of 
our most esteemed and highly appreciated citizens, a gentle- 
man whom I esteem as one of my best and confidential 
friends, and a gentleman of excellent reputation, and worthy 
of the confidence of all our citizens, which I am sure they 
repose in him; but some will say that this was a Demo- 
cratic year, and I believe this to be true, for there seemed to 
have been a rush in every ward in our city to vote the 
Democratic ticket, and I shall hope, with the hearty support 
of my associates in their respective offices, both in the coun- 
cil chamber and outside the same, and the elective officials 
of the different departments, to give such an administration 
of our city’s affairs as will continue to hold the confidence 
and support of our citizens for the pure principles of Democ- 
racy, the grandest in all civilization. Whatever success we 
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may achieve during the year must be attained through the 
undivided and co-operative work of this body ; therefore, in 
taking upon ourselves the obligation to faithfully perform 
the duties resting upon us, let us realize that it is not a mat- 
ter of form, but a responsible duty which we owe to our- 
selves and to our constituents to perform these duties to the 
best of our ability, and for the best interests of our city. In 
making up the appropriation for the year, we must use 
judgment and economy, and in dispensing the appropria- 
tions practice judgment and economy. In looking over the 
affairs of the city, I see no need of any new buildings. Our 
city hall and our school houses are a credit; our engine 
houses are in very good repair, and I see no need of any 
ereat outlay on our public buildings. 


FINANCE. 


Our financial liabilities are practically the same as a 
year ago, with the exception of $2,000 water works bonds 
and $2,000 general indebtedness bonds, which have matured 
during the year and have been paid, thus leaving our liabil- 
ities as follows:

HIGHWAYS. 


Somersworth has never achieved any very high dis- 
tinction in the matter of good roads. From year to year our 
annual appropriations average about $5,000 for our high- 
ways, and $2,000 for sidewalks. These amounts have kept 
us struggling along in about the same old way, carting 
gravel on to the sides of our hills, raking up the stones once 
or twice each year, and occasionally doing something in the 
line of permanent improvements. Macadamizing seems to 
be periodical with us, and it is a very grave question in my 
mind if it ever was or is to be a paying investment with us ; 
perhaps Market, Main, Orange and High streets have been 
very much improved by macadam, as they were very bad 
streets, but at a very great expense, and still they need 
repairing constantly. Orange street is very much in need of 
repairs ; Main street, from City Hall to Fore street crossing 
on the westerly side needs to be filled in and brought up to 
the standard. When the street was macadamized, that 
being soon after the sewer was laid, that portion of the 
street could not be rolled solid enough to prevent settling, 
and at the present time it needs repairing very much. High 
street, being the last to be completed with macadam, was 
considered a very good street, but late last fall the Great 
Falls Gas Company was compelled to lay a gas main the 
entire length of the street, with service pipes to the right 
and left ; while it is true that they tuok every precaution to 
relay all parts excavated with tamping and rolling, yet, 
when the frost leaves the ground this spring we shall find 
this street in a very bad condition, and in need of repair. I 
believe that we cannot afford to carry on this work of mac- 
adamizing any longer, as I understand the stone crusher is 
entirely worn out, and, with the great expense of securing’ 
stone to crush and expense of laying same, I believe it is 
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entirely out of the question, considering our present indebt- 
edness. We have some very bad pieces of highway outside 
our city limits. I feel that we ought to give them 1nore 
attention. The old Dover road, from Central Park to the 
plains, I believe should have some permanent repairs, with 
such local material as can be easily obtained. A small out- 
lay of $200 or $300 would greatly improve the conditions 
and add to our welfare. There are also many places on the 
outskirts, of similar conditions, perhaps, too numerous to 
take up in full detail at this time. I would urge for the 
benefit of the city, that road agents be appointed in some of 
the outlying districts, to facilitate the work, both in summer 
and winter. 


YWPOLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The police department is under the management of the 
Police Commission, and may rightfully need no particular 
comment or suggestion by me at this time. We trust it is 
well managed. 


SCHOOLS. 


Our schools are in a very excellent condition, according 
to all reports, and under fine management. We are aware 
that the appropriations required to carry on this work are 
very large, still, if needed, we should not complain ; never- 
theless, when we consider the facts, that the Parochial 
schools at the present time are caring for more than five 
hundred of our French pupils, we are often asked, “ Are all 
of our school rooms well filled?” “ Are all the teachers now 
employed needed to carry on the school work?” We have 
confidence in our School Board, and trust they are working 
with economy. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Public Library is judiciously managed by a board 
of trustees, and I notice by their reports that they now have

over 10,000 volumes for circulation, with increased activity 
on the part of our citizens to obtain the benefits therein 
offered. I understand that an extra appropriation, over and 
above that prescribed by law, will be asked for, and it is my 
desire that the Mayor and City Council so acquaint them- 
selves with the affairs of this institution that they may 
judge wisely for the benefits of this department, which is 
designed to improve the minds and lend attraction and tone 
to our city’s standing. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Our city has been extremely free from conflagration for 
many years, and often, under such circumstances, people 
neglect to take such precautions as they ought. I can only 
say to the Committee on Fire Department, look well to your 
protection. 


WATER WORKS. 


Our water works system is a pride and a satisfaction to 
our citizens, as far as the plant and pure water is concerned ; 
but financially it is not proving a success. The plant is 
managed by a board of three commissioners, who are elected 
by the City Council; therefore, they are amenable to said 
City Council, and I shall ask the co-operation of that board 
with the City Council in trying to bring the system up toa 
paying basis. I shall at once ask the Council to change 
‘those sections of our ordinances pertaining to the creation 
and election of officers, so that the number may be reduced, 
and I shall ask of the City Council that they shall require 
of the Board of Water Commissioners such reports and such 
suggestions as will tend to aid in reducing expenses and 
increasing the income, so that the system may not only be 
made to pay its running expenses, but be aiding in some 
way, either by creating a sinking fund or by paying some of 
the accruing water works bonds as they mature. 
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SANITARY, 


The sanitary conditions of the last few years deserve 
the commendation of our entire citizenship. Carefully com- 
paring the statistics of the last seven years (since the intro- 
duction of our water and sewerage systems, and the strict 
adherence to the sanitary laws), we find a marked decrease 
of contagious diseases and mortality, as compared with the 
corresponding seven years prior to the adoption of those 
modern improvements; therefore, we carefully commend to 
the Board of Health our sincerity in the continuance of the 
faithful work as carried on in the past, and I trust that you 
will give to those laboring in the interest of this department 
your earnest support, by carrying out any suggestions they 
may offer. 


FOREST GLADE CEMETERY. 


Forest Glade Cemetery is annually receiving the closest 
attention of the trustees and superintendent, and, were it 
not for the fact that we must sooner or later inhabit that 
lonely spot, I should say that it is being beautified more 
and more every year. The cemetery trust fund is fast 
assuming proportions which add greatly in the advancement 
of its beauties and attractiveness. We sincerely hope that 
this fund may grow on and on continuously until every lot 
may be endowed with a fund for its perpetual and absolute 
care. 

In closing, I would earnestly urge upon this body that 
‘the greatest intelligence and honesty be exercised in carry- 
ing on the work of the year, which will be to our great 
advantage and the prosperity of our city. Let us bear in 
mind that we, in our executive positions, are only trusted 
servants of the people, performing our respective duties 
with fidelity to those who have so confidently entrusted to 
us the affairs of our city. In our obligations we become 
firmly bound by our honor to faithfully perform all the 
duties incumbent upon us, to the best of our knowledge and 
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belief ; therefore, let us strive to add dignity to our body as 
a council, dignity to ourselves, and strive to dignify our 
homes and our city, for it is one of the pleasantest spots on 
earth, the home of our birth. 

To His Honor, Mayor Hussey, his retiring officers, and 
the remaining Council, in behalf of the Mayor and newly 
elected Council, I extend to you our hearty appreciation of 
your favors and kindness at this time bestowed upon us. 

May you long live with continued prosperity.

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STREET COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City of 
Somersworth : 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit my report for the year 
1904 as Street Commissioner of said city of Somersworth. 


HIGHWAYS. 


During the summer of 1904 I graded the following 
streets: 

Main street, from Spring street to the dwelling house 
of Joseph Bolduc;.Union street, from Indigo Hill road to 
Franklin street; Green street, from Myrtle street to Pleas- 
ant street; Pine street; School street; Ford street; Depot 
street; New Dam road; Elm street, from Washington street 
to Fore street; West High street and Page street. 

I have cleared up all the streets in the city and kept in 
repair all the highways in the outlying districts; cutting the 
bushes along the side of the highway on Blackwater road, 
Cemetery road, Dover road and Salmon Falls road. 

I have put in about 47 driveways that were necessary 
to be put in. During the winter months the highways have 
been broken out as expeditiously as possible, and during the 
whole winter the streets and outlying highways have not 
been impassable for more than half a day. 


SIDEWALKS. 


During the year the sidewalks have received my atten- 
tion, and although I have not been able to do all the work 
demanded by citizens for the betterment of the walks, yet 
I have endeavored to do that work that seemed to me to be 
most needed, and all parts of the city have received some 
permanent improvement to the sidewalks. 

There have been put in about 1,769 feet of edge stones 
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and crossings as follows: Of edge stones, about 500 feet on 
Maple street; 800 feet on Main street; 75 feet on South 
street, and 300 feet on Spring street. Of crossings, 5 on 
Main street, 2 on Union street, and 3 on Green streets. 

Concreting has been done as follows: 

Lincoln street, 69 8-9 yards; Prospect street, 1 1-2 
yards; Main street, 262 2-3 yards; Lincoln street, 205 5-9 
yards; Prospect street, 2 1-6 yards; Maple street, 51 2-3 
yards; Elm street, 7 1-3 yards; Spring street, 197 4-9 yards; 
Union street, 60 8-9 yards; Union street, 729 yards. Patch- 
ing has also been done on Main and Union streets. 

I have had ashes hauled with which to build sidewalks 
on the Plains road, and also on the Indigo Hill road, leading 
to New Dam district. 

During the winter months all the sidewalks have been 
kept open as far as possible, and I have had the same prop- 
erly sanded to insure safety to those traveling on them. 

SEWERS. 

All sewers throughout the city have received my care- 
ful attention, and have been kept as clean as possible under 
the circumstances. 

Frequent heavy showers during the late summer were 
a source of considerable trouble to the commissioner, but no 
serious trouble was occasioned on account of clogged sewers. 

During the year there have been put in 450 feet of new 
sewer on Myrtle street, from the dwelling of N. H. Gilbert 
to Locke avenue. 

There have been put in three new catch basins or re- 
ceivers: on Main street, one; on Maple street, one; on Union 
street, one. 


BRIDGES. 


The bridges have received what attention was neces- 
sary, and where work of repair has been found necessary it 
has been attended to as quickly and as economically as pos- 
sible. 
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” MACA DA M. 


There has been no macadam work done during the year, 
because there was no appropriation made for that purpose. 
But during the year I have used about twenty tons of 
crushed stone for the purpose of patching up and repairing 
former work, when it became necessary by reason of hard 
usage or when washed during showers. 

The department has endeavored to conduct all its work 
in as economical a manner as was consistent with good work 
and public health and safety, and the following is a sum- 
mary of the amounts appropriated and their expenditure:

It will be seen by the above statement that there is now 
left in my hands unexpended the sum of $435 82, a very 
creditable showing considering the amount of work done. 

I would recommend the continued improvement of the 
streets and sidewalks of the city, and particularly the ex- 
tension of the macadam work on the streets and the im- 
provement of the sidewalks. 

I would also recommend that the road machine be used 
for two or three weeks each year in the repair of the streets

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees of the Somersworth Public Library : 

Gentlemen:—The report of the year ending February 
28, 1905, setting forth the work of the library is herewith 
presented.

The work this year has not varied much from that of 
‘the preceding years. Methods that have proved of value 
have been adhered to, and changes made only when neces- 


sary. 
Great advances are being made in all lines of library 
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work. ‘Those in charge of this library have aimed to keep 
abreast of the times by visiting other libraries, attending 
library meetings and closely following the suggestions made 
through library journals. 

Lists on subjects of special interest have been fur- 
nished some of the schools and study clubs, that they might 
know of the material here available for their work. 


With more time and assistance, much valuable ma- 
terial already in the library might be br ee to the notice 
of our patrons. 


The work of a new library must necessarily be to teach 
people how to find what they want. The card catalogue is 
of the greatest value in this work, but it needs to be ex- 
plained often to those not familiar with its use. . 

Special lists published in our Free Press also bring to 
the attention of readers the entire material on some one 
subject, often revealing valuable books that we would not 
be expected to have. Adults are invited to visit the stacks. 
As each subject is shelved by itself, this gives an oppor- 
tunity to choose from the whole collection on a given sub- 
ject. 


The work with the schools is an avenue needing the 
ereatest attention and care. The value of the co-operation 
of the schools and the library, the teachers and the libra- 
rian, can not be over-estimated. Their work is closely al- 
lied and very necessary, one to the other. The library 
should supplement the work of the schools at every point, 
carrying on, broadening and encouraging the lines of 
thought started by the teachers. To do this much time is 
needed to be given to bulletin work and to special lists, 
which suggest the best books to children who lack guidance 
in such matters at home and a personal oversight of the 
books taken. Our only lack in this work is time. 

While our reference books cover most subjects, many 
of these are too old to furnish many of the more recent 
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dates and facts needed by students. In the last year many 
of our patrons have had to go to the Dover library to get 
material to use in their work. Although the librarian of 
the Dover public library furnishes these with the greatest 
kindness, it does not seem that we are meeting the needs of 
our own people as we should. With the use of Poole’s in- 
dex to periodical literature, the Annual Literary index and 
the Cumulative index, published monthly, which keeps 
about sixty magazines indexed up to date, we have much 
valuable material for reference in our periodicals. A new 
case has been added for these, thus providing a more con- 
venient place for their care. 

In the reading room 41 magazines are displayed on the 
tables and circulated after the current month. During the 
last year 3,167 magazines have gone out for home use. 


In response to the eloquent plea made through the 
Free Press for old magazines, friends of the lbrary have 
contributed very liberally, but we can make good use of 
many more. 


We have not been able to meet the demand for popular 
works of fiction owing to our very limited appropriation. 
Dissatisfaction is expressed by many of our constant readers. 

There is an increasing demand for books in French. 
These would be appreciated by many of our citizens whose 
education has been entirely in French, thus shutting them 
out from the benefits of our public library. It is suggested 
that a small library of French books be started, and a cer- 
tain amount expended each year for additions thereto. 

That the library would be appreciated if open more 
days is indicated by the fact that hardly a day passes that 
someone does not try to get books exchanged other than on 
those days open to the public; also that the librarian has 
many calls at her home from those needing some inftorma- 
tion locked up in the library. It has been the aim of your 
librarian to supply this great need and to make the lbrary 
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as helpful as possible, and this has been gratefully acknowl- 
edged by those benefited. 

Much of the smoothness with which the library machin- 
ery has run is due to Miss Hammond’s courtesy and intelli- 
gent aid in assisting all those needing help. 

To the kindness of the trustees the librarian is in- 
_debted for much encouragement and instant help at all 
times.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and to the City Council of the City 
of Somersworth: 


Gentlemen:—Your library trustees present their report 
for the fiscal year ending March 1st, 1905, including herein 
the report of the librarian, which goes into detail with re- 
spect to the workings of the library, its usefulness and needs 
to such an extent that it is unnecessary for us to enlarge on 
the same further than to say that the usefulness of the 
library is greatly curtailed on account of the small sum of 
money appropriated for its use. The funds at our disposal 
during the past year have been entirely inadequate to the 
wants of the library. We have expended only a small 
amount for new books, as will be seen by an examination of 
the financial exhibit, and even with this small expenditure 
we have expended all our funds, and now owe $81 27 for 
necessary expenditures which will have to be met out of our 
next year’s appropriation unless a transfer is now made to 
meet the deficit. 

Your trustees respectfully urge you to carefully con- 
sider the needs of the public library, and, if possible, exam- 
ine its workings, and we believe that you will then make a 
larger appropriation for the coming year. We shall need a 
special appropriation of at least $600 for the coming year if 
the library is to be maintained at a fair standard of excel- 
lence and usefulness. 

A very reasonable demand of the public is that the 
library room be kept open for the circulation of books four 
afternoons and evenings instead of two. This change would 
necessitate an increase in the cost of operating the library, 
and would add greatly to its usefulness. We trust that 
your honorable body will take this matter into considera- 
tion when making the appropriations for the coming year.

REPORT OF THE CITY SOLICITOR. 


To lis Honor, the Mayor, and the City Counctd of the City of 


Somersworth : 


Herewith I submit the following report for the munici- 
pal year ending March 31st, 1905: 

From April 1st, 1904, until July 14th, 1904, William S. 
Pierce was the solicitor, when he was succeeded by James 
A. Edgerly, who continued in the office until his resignation 
September 6th, 1904, when I became solicitor. 

During the period covered by the terms of Mr. Pierce 
and Mr. Edgerly there were no suits brought by or against, 
or defended by, the city. At the beginning of my term 
there were pending in the Superior Court at Dover the fol- 
lowing suits : 

Eliza Morin vs. Somersworth, an action begun August 
25, 1902, to recover for damage to the plaintiff’s building, 
the “ Janvin Block,” so-called, by flooding of the basement, 
caused by raising the grade in front of the premises and 
failure to provide suitable receivers to drain the premises, 
this causing, as it was alleged, water flowing in the a 
to be thrown into the cellar of the building. 

This suit was compromised by the city by putting in a 
larger receiver, and was marked “neither party, no costs,” 
according to previous agreement of plaintiff’s counsel with 
Mr. Pierce. Since putting in the receiver referred to there 
has been no trouble from heavy rains or rapidly melting 
snow. 

Hamel & Damarais vs. Somersworth, an action begun 
January 26, 1903, for damage to stock of groceries and pro- 
visions in the basement referred to in the above case by 
flooding. The damage was alleged to have been the result 
of insufficient drainage and failure to keep the receiver in 
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front of the premises in proper condition. The only ques- 
tion in this case was as to the amount of damage, the liabil- 
ity being admitted. The amount claimed was $368.71, and 
the case was marked, by agreement of counsel, “ Judgment 
for the plaintiffs in the sum of $175, no costs.” 


James H. Joyce et. al. vs. Somersworth, an action begun 
January 16, 1904, for damage by flooding, due, as was 
proved by the plaintiffs at the trial, to the building of a re- 
ceiver down onto and connecting with a private drain lead- 
ing from the cellar of the damaged premises, causing the 
drain to become stopped and the water from the gutter to 
flow back into the cellar. There was not much question as 
to the liability, but rather as to the amount of the damage 
claimed, which was deemed excessive. The amount claimed 
was $06.91, and the plaintiff was awarded $40 and costs, 
- which has been paid. 


Cates vs. Somersworth, an action begun August 29th, 
1903, to recover for personal injury sustained by the plain- 
tiff falling out of a stage door of the city hall. The damage 
claimed was $5,000. While it did not seem very probable 
that the plaintiff could recover, yet there were some ele- 
ments of negligence on the part of the city which seemed 
to make it advisable to compromise the matter, and this was 
done by agreeing to pay the plaintiff what he had actually 
expended as a resu!t of the accident, in all $58, and the case 
was marked “neither party, no further action.” 


There is also in my hands an execution amounting to 
$55.86 in favor of Robert Barrett, based upon a judment ob- 
tained against the city March 23rd, 1904, for use and occu- 
pation of the “ pest house,” so-called. 


I am of the opinion that the police force is to be com- 
mended for their zeal in the prosecution of their duties, and 
that the city is as free from crime as in the past with the 
possible exception of drunkenness which, if we are to judge 
by the number of offenders of this class brought before the 
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Police Court, is decidedly on the increase under our license 
law. 

Dry listing has been used sparingly, and only on inves- 
tigation of each complaint. 

In the majority of cases it is undoubtedly beneficial 
both to the person listed and to his family, and there are 
very, few, if any cases, where it serves as an aggravation. 

My dealings with the various officials of the city have 
been uniformly pleasant, and I wish to thank them for their 
courtesy and assistance given me in the performance of my 
duties.

FOR COLLECTION OF GARBAGE, 


Collections will be made on the following named streets 
and places on the days designated, weather permitting: 

Monday—Stores and places of business; West High, 
_Hamilton, Grand, Mt. Vernon, Noble, Prospect and Grove 
streets. 

Tuesday—Highland, Maple, Linden, Lincoln, Page, 
Cliff, Winter, Beacon, High, Main and east side of Elm to 
Washington streets. , 

Wednesday—Court, Washington, Orange, Elm, Pleas- 
ant, West, Green, Fremont and Portland streets. 

Thursday—Franklin, Green, South, Pine, Union, Broad. 
and Spring streets. , 

Friday—Myrtle, Horne, Hanson, Pearl, Ford, School, 
Summer, Main, Water, Mt. Auburn, Tremont, Walnut, Cen- 
tral, Depot, Second, Burke, Downs, Lee, Chesley avenue, 
Third street and Indigo Hill road. 

Saturday-—Houses of Great Falls Manufacturing Com- 
pany on Elm, Main and Wallace streets, New Dam, stores 
and places of business in the city. 
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PERMISSIBLE MATTER. 
The service of the garbage team will be restricted to 
the collection of all garbage dangerous to the public health. 
QUANTITY. 


Not more than one-half barrel (flour) of material will 
_be taken as the weekly contribution from one family, and 
not more than one barrel of material will be taken from any 
one store as the weekly contribution. 

All garbage to be removed by the garbage wagon must 
be placed at or on the edge of the sidewalk, so that said 
wagon will not be obliged to leave the street. 

Particular attention is directed to the necessity of hay- 
ing collections ready at an early hour on the day assigned 
for visits. 

All barrels and other receptacles placed upon the side- 
walk or other exposed places must be removed as soon as 
practicable after being emptied of their contents. 

The executive officer of the Board of Health shall have 
charge of all matters pertaining to this branch of the ser- 
vice, and it shall be his duty to see that the foregoing rules 
and regulations are enforced. | 


IMPORTANT NOTES FROM THE LAW GOVERNING PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Whatever may endanger human life or be prejudicial 
to public health shall be deemed a nuisance. 

Refuse matter around a dwelling house, hotel, restau- 
rant or other place of business, such as swill, waste of meat, 
fish or shell bones, decaying vegetables, dead carcasses, ex- 
crement or any kind of offal that may decompose and gen- 
erate unhealthful gasses is considered and declared a nui- 
sance, and must be removed or disposed of in such manner 
that it may not be offensive to the neighborhood. 

No person shall place or leave, or caused to be placed or 
left, in or near any highway, street, alley, or public place, 
or in any private lot or enclosure, or in any body of water 
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where the current will not remove the same, any rubbish, 
hay, straw, oyster, clam or lobster shells, tin cans, decaying 
fruit or vegetable matter whatsoever, nor keep in or about 
any dwelling house, barn, shed, store, shop or cellar, any of 
the aforesaid substances in any manner liable to become 
putrid or offensive, or injurious to the public health. 

No person or persons shall permit any cellar, vault, 
private drain, cesspool, sink, privy, sewer or other place 
upon any premises or grounds belonging to or occupied by 
him or them to become offensive or injurious to the public 
health. 

No owner or occupant, or any person having control or 
charge of any lot, tenement, premises, or building, or other 
place, shall cause or permit any nuisance to be or remain in 
or upon said lot, tenement, building, or other place, or be- 
tween the same and the center of any street, lane or alley 
adjoining. 

Spitting upon sidewalks or in railway station, hall or 
public place, in any street or steam railway car, other 
than smoking cars, is prohibited by law. 

It shall be unlawful to throw upon the sidewalk, or into 
any public street in the compact part of the city, any waste 
matter from any fruit or any paper or other offensive or un- 
sightly substance. 

No person or persons shall erect, maintain or use within 
the compact part of the city of Somersworth any pen or sty 
for swine, swill house or building for rendering any offal, 
tainted or damaged lard, tallow or other putrid animal sub- 
stances, or for the deposit of green pelts or skins without 
written permission from the Board of Health. 

Plenty of fresh air—plenty of sunlight and whitewashed 
cellars are considered the best preventative of disease.

REPORT OF CHAIRMAN OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


SoMERSwortH, N. H., March 1, 1905. 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of Somersworth: 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit herewith the 
report of the public schools of this city for the year ending 
February 28, 1905. 

The general condition of our schools is shown by the 
report of our superintendent and the reports of sub-com- 
mittees of the various grades and departments, while the 
report of the committee on finance and claims shows an 
itemized account of all the expenditures for the past year, 
all of which are herewith submitted and made a part of this 
report. : 

The school building on Orange street, which was erected 
in 1874, and lately named the “ Burleigh school ” in honor of 
the late Hon. George William Burleigh, one of Somers- 
worth’s most distinguished citizens, who always manifested 
a great interest in the welfare of our public schools, has 
been thoroughly repaired and painted on the outside and 
provided with an appropriate sign giving the name of the 
school and the date of its erection. 

The heating apparatus of the Chandler schoo] consumes 
such a large quantity of coal that it would be a matter of 
economy to take it out and put in steam, which would be 
much less expensive and quite as satisfactory for heating 
purposes. 

There has been some difficulty in heating the High 
school building properly during some of the coldest weather. 
This was first thought to be due to the quality of coal fur- 
nished, but, upon further investigation, it was found that 
the size of the boiler and the insufficient draft. in the chim- 
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ney were undoubtedly the cause of the trouble. This can 
only be remedied by rebuilding a portion of the old chimney 
to increase its draft, and by substituting a larger and more 
modern boiler in place of the present one. A hard wood 
floor, which has long been needed, has been put into the 
main room of this building, thereby greatly improving the 
same. 

The Primary school, which has been held in one of the 
rooms of the High school building, was discontinued at the 
opening of the fall term, owing to the small number of 
pupils to be sent from that section of the city. Miss Free- 
man, who had charge of this grade, was given a room in the 
Union street school in place of Miss Martin, who declined a 
re-election. 

The board has been obliged to observe the most rigid 
economy in the management of its financial affairs in order 
to keep within the amount appropriated by the city for the 
use of this department. This last year’s experience has 
shown that the annual appropriation of seventeen thousand 
dollars, with the one thousand subsequently added, is far 
from being adequate to the needs of the school department. 
It is economy in the end to appropriate a sufficient amount 
to supply everything necessary to run all the schools prop- 
erly and keep all the school property in good condition. 
This cannot be done with an annual appropriation of less 
than twenty thousand dollars, while a much larger sum 
could be profitably expended in keeping our schools up to a 
high standard and our school property in good repair. 

The question of establishing a commercial course in our 
High school has been agitated for the past two years, and 
would have been consummated this year if the funds at our 
command had been sufficient to have permitted us to do so. 
Such courses of study should be established in our schools 
as will benefit in a practical way those who cannot go to 
college, instead of expending all the money in fitting for 
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college the comparatively small number of pupils who can 
avail themselves of a college course. | 

The object of an education is to make the individual 
intellectually, socially, morally, and above all industriously, 
fit for all the duties of life. The general development of 
mind and character, while it must ever remain the chief aim 
of education, can no longer remain its sole aim. This is a 
tremendously practical age, and education should also be 
practical. The pupil should be trained not only to know 
things, but to do with skill and effectiveness some kind of 
work which has commercial value. The paramount aim of 
the school is to fit the pupil for the duties of life and make 
him a useful member of the community in which he lives. 
This training for life need not be done in the High school 
altogether, but van be done in the lower grades as well. 
Above all, the pupil should be trained to work, not because 
the course of study requires some work, but because work is 
the greatest blessing that is bestowed upon the human race. 
Work is the great secret of success in life. It is the work- 
ers who always succeed. Education is in no sense a substi- 
tute for work, but enables one to work to far better 
advantage. The value of one’s work in every occupation in 
life is increased by education, training and skill.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools. 

The past year has noticed few changes in our corps of 
teachers. In the second grade at Union street Miss Martin 
declined re-election, and her place was taken by Miss Cate, 
the advanced first grade teacher. As the second grade of 
that building was overcrowded, it was deemed best to have 
ap additional second grade, and Miss Maude Andrews was 
elected to the position and her place in the first grade was 
given to Miss Bessie Freeman, the Prospect school in which 
she had taught being closed. Miss Jackson, the drawing 
teacher, also declined re-election, and in her stead was 
elected Miss Lottie Burr of Woonsocket, R. I. 

Our city is fortunate in being able to keep its teachers 
so long. Any system of schools cannot but be seriously 
affected by constant or frequent change in its teaching force. 
Teachers of long standing usually become devoted to their 
schools, interested in the children and the city,as a transient 
teacher cannot. Several of our best teachers have served 
over twenty years, and many others over ten. They have 
worked hard, kept interest in and in touch with the later 
methods, and their pupils have received the benefit not only 
of their ripe experience but of their splendid character as 
well. 

When we consider that the well-being, not only of the 
child but of the community in which he lives, will be largely 
affected by the kind of training given in our public schools, 
we can understand how great a responsibility rests upon 
school officials and school teachers, the former for securing 
and retaining the best teachers and for placing about the 
children the most favorable conditions for advancement ; the 
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latter, not only for their proper mental progress but also for 
the inculcation of proper moral ideals. Of all that we pos- 
sess we care most for our children, but do we fully realize 
that their habits, their manner of thought, and their prog- 
ress will be greatly influenced by the character and the 
training of their teachers? The stream does not rise higher 
than its source. The ignorant teacher cannot and will not 
inculcate a love of study. The teacher not devoted to her 
work will not arouse an interest in her classes, and if she be 
coarse, or use slang, or be careless in her work, the same 
qualities are likely to appear in the children under her 
charge. The spirit of the school is contagious, and of the ° 
teacher also. 

Every year the demands upon the ability of the teacher 
are greater. When, a few years ago, she needed perhaps to 
know only arithmetic, grammar and history, now to do her 
work most successfully in any grade she must not only be 
able to teach the aforementioned subjects, but she must 
know something about music, drawing, plants, animals, 
rocks, of the everyday life out of doors and how to best 
impart this knowledge to her pupils. 

So I say every parent should feel an interest in demand- 
ing that every new teacher selected to fill a vacancy in the 
public schools shall be the best trained and the _ best 
equipped obtainable. Public sentiment of rich and poor 
alike should make it impossible for a teacher to secure a 
position simply because she is a local girl or has strong 
friends backing her. I should recommend that no teachers 
be selected to fill vacancies who have not had either the 
benefit of a normal training or of several years of successful 
teaching; for it cannot be denied that a teacher who has 
had a special training, other things being equal, will be the 
better teacher therefor. To deny it would be to deny the 
efficacy of special training, and to assert that the unskilled 
can do as well as the skilled. That the local candidate 
should be selected only when her qualifications are at least 
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equal to those of her competitors seems a reasonable and a 
fair requirement. 

There have been great changes in the industrial, the 
scientific and the educational world within the last ten 
years. And changes have been made in the schools to keep 
pace. Subjects that twenty years ago received practically 
no attention are now given prominence.. Drawing, music, 
laboratory training in the sciences, nature study, all received 
little attention. Now a school system without these would 
be regarded as behind the times. In other words, we are 
training more for life than ever before. Music and draw- 
ing, and knowledge of the physical world about us are all 
found to be intensely practical as well as to be a means of 
pleasure or profit through life. 

More attention is given to other things that have a 
practical bearing in life. Now school systems requiring 
instruction in sewing, in cooking, in manual training, in 
designing, in the mechanical arts, in commercial work, are 
common and are destined to become more so. Boston and 
New York and other large cities have not only their evening 
schools but their vacation schools as well. We no longer 
think of the school course as something largely intended to 
prepare a boy ultimately for a literary college. There is or 
should be an opportunity to train hand as well as brain, to 
develop the practical senses as well as the intellectual, to 
obtain business training as well as mental discipline. 

We already give good courses in freehand and mechan- 
ical drawing and in designing, and in music. In the High 
school there are well developed laboratory courses in physics 
and chemistry. But in all our schools too little attention is 
given to the study of the outdoor world at first hand, its 
flowers, its insects, its animals, its rocks, its physical phe- 
nomena generally. The more we can learn about the phys- 
ical world about us, the more points of interest it presents 
to us when we are in the fields or woods. <A great deal of 
this work is especially interesting and especially adapted to 
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children in the elementary grades. Then is the time when 
curiosity is keenest, and what parent has not learned this 
almost to his sorrow when his child questions him too per- 
sistently in regard to the outdoor life, plant or animal. 

This training not only enlarges the child’s horizon of 
knowledge but furnishes him a mass of information which 
he assimilates and remembers better than at a later time in 
the High school or college. It also furnishes the best pos- 
sible work for language training; for the child now will 
have something to talk about and write about in which he is 
keenly interested. 

There is another line of practical work suggested which 
is becoming more and more a necessary part of school 
courses, and that ismanual training. In Massachusetts it is 
compulsory for cities having a population of over 20,000. 
Several cities of this State already have it. If the child 
should learn to draw, it is equally practical that he should 
learn to use his hands with other tools, working in wood or 
iron. Thus the hand and the brain alike are trained. This 
work is largely confined to the Grammar grades and the 
High school. Manual training could well be made a part of 
the compulsory work for boys, and sewing for girls. A spe- 
clally equipped room accessible to the pupils of Grammar 
and High schools is necessary, and a special instructor in ~ 
this work. Two towns could unite perhaps in employing 
such an instructor, as is now done in the case of the draw- 
ing and music teachers. Not only is such work valuable to 
those who may earn their living by their hands, but also to 
those that may never so do, for, besides acquiring some skill 
in the use of tools, which will never be out of place, they 
will learn to be careful and accurate, and this does not fail 
to show in the increased painstaking of the pupils in their 
other school work. I would recommend that a committee 
of the school board be authorized to examine into the 
expense and practicability of such a course, with the view 
of ultimately having such work done in our schools. 
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When we find that more than three-fourths of all our 
school children never reach the Grammar schools and a still 
larger part never get to the High school, it becomes a seri- 
ous problem to consider what the future of our city will be, 
and we begin to look about for means of preventing this 
large efflux from our schools at a time when so small a part 
of the whole school course has been finished. Only one 
remedy, and that along the line of more practical work in 
the Grammar and High schools, seems to me likely to pre- 
vent so many from leaving. When it appears that there is 
much practical work in the higher grades then may we 
expect more pupils to finish our' school courses. 

This tendency toward a more practical training is well 
indicated by the large number of High schools that are intro- 
ducing commercial courses. It is no longer the chief duty 
of the High school to prepare for college, though that work 
should receive very great stress, but it is equally important 
for the city to give a business training to those who may 
never go to college. While already much of the work done 
in the High schoolin bookkeeping, arithmetic, physics, chem- 
istry, English, etc., is of a very practical nature, we do not 
have an adequate course in typewriting, shorthand, business 
practice, commercial law and geography, etc. This would 
necessitate a special teacher thoroughly trained for this 
kind of work. During nearly every year pupils leave school 
because there is no opportunity for them to study more fully 
the business subjects. It seems only fair that these chil- 
dren should have an equal chance with those who are pre- 
paring for college. Such a course would require the 
expenditure of somewhat more than $1,000, and conse- 
quently would make necessary a larger school appropriation. 

The changed requirements for admission to the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology now make it necessary for 
schools sending pupils there to give German. If we wish to 
send pupils to Smith, Mt. Holyoke or Wellesley colleges 
without Greek, three years of French are required. This 
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will make it necessary, if we are to continue to meet the 
requirements of these colleges, either to leave out some 
subjects that we already teach, or have an additional 
teacher, as at present all our periods are occupied by the 
subjects now taught. If any subject were to be left out it 
would naturally be Greek, as there are only a few pupils 
studying this language. They could equally well prepare 
for college in French. If this change were made it would 
allow us to have two years of German and an additional 
year in French, making three years in this language. 

It is very evident to those well informed in our school 
affairs that $17,000 is too small a sum with which to run 
our schools successfully or even so as to avail ourselves of 
the newer improvements which cities about us are obtain- 
ing. After Dover and Portsmouth have finished their new 
High school buildings, all the city High schools in this vicin- | 
ity will be far better equipped than we are and also better 
provided with teachers. In order to prepare for all the col- 
leges and technical schools, and give at the same time a 
business course, the small High school must attempt to do 
all that the larger one does, without an equivalent teaching 
force. People sometimes do not stop to think that it is not 
so much number of scholars that makes it necessary to have 
additional teachers in a High school as it is number of sub- 
jects taught. To keep our High school, then, on equal foot- 
ing with those about it, more money must be spent upon it. 

Every other city in the State is spending for the super- 
vision of its schools from $1,200 to $2,000 yearly, the most 
of them employing a superintendent for full time. If a 
superintendent is to manage successfully a system of schools 
he must be able to visit them frequently, to hold school 
meetings for their mutual advantage, to inform himself in 
regard to the best text books and to find out the best new 
methods, and when practical adopt them in his schools. It 
is obvious that a man devoting his attention and his time 
almost entirely to other work will not be able, however 
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much he may work, to do all these things. In the future 
the city should, as other cities do, furnish enough money to 
the school board to allow it either to secure a superintendent 
at a fair salary, who shall devote his whole attention to 
supervision, or so lighten the work of the principal of the 
High school that he can properly and adequately perform 
the duties of a superintendent. 

Again this year it cannot be too strongly impressed 
upon teachers of every grade that it is of great importance 
to so do their work that the following teacher can begin 
where her predecessor left off without finding that some 
phases of the year’s work have been slighted or omitted. 
Our course now Calls for well defined language work from 
the first grade to the highest, and if one teacher fails to do 
her work properly in this it makes it much harder for the 
following teachers and puts back the whole work so much. 
This is equally true of all other work. 

Our High school still continues to have a very consid- 
erable number of its graduates in college: one at the Uni- 
versity of Maine, one at Tech, one at Simmons College, one 
at Boston University, one at Colby, four at Bates, two at 
Smith and nine at Dartmouth, besides others in professional 
schools. 

Our graduating class this year will be small. It 
entered as a Class of eleven and graduates as a class of six. 
Of the others entering, one left school this year on account 
of ill health, one removed from the city, one is in next year’s 
class, and two were obliged to leave to go to work. Next 
year’s class bids fair to be much the largest in the history of 
the school, numbering 23 or 24, and the following classes 
also promise to be large. The school has sustained its 
largest membership this year, having an enrollment of over 
90. A larger clientele is appealed to now, and it seems 
likely that there will be a desirable increase in the future. 
There are several reasons for this: first, the change from 
nine to eight grades for the elementary schools has caused 
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more to enter the High school; second, the larger oppor- 
tunities offered in the practical studies than ever before. 

I wish to express my great appreciation of the cordial 
co-operation and support I have received from the school 
board and the various teachers of the city.

REPORT OF TEACHER OF DRAWING. 


To the School Board: 


The work in the drawing department in the schools has 
been carried on as carefully as possible, and has progressed 
very satisfactorily, considering the new relations to be estab- 
lished after the recent changes, and the limited amount of 
time that cau be given to drawing. 

The results in the lower grades are less than could be 
desired, because of the difficulty many of the children have 
in understanding our language; but this we hope to over- 
come, or to make up for in their upper classes. 

The teachers have taken up the work with great will- 
ingness and most of the success attained is due to their 
efforts, both in the classes and with the individuals. 

The general line of work has been along the same line 
as that of last year—-drawing from nature and from objects 
and doing as much as possible in the designing of useful 
objects and suitable decorations for them. A good deal has 
been undertaken in the way of constructive work—that is, 
the mapping out of patterns for objects and constructing 
them from paper of various thicknesses according to the 
ability of the pupils. 

Weare trying to help the young people to see, and tell 
what they see clearly. We would help them do useful 
things and do them carefully and well. It would seem that 
with all the time and help given by teachers and all the 
financial assistance given by the town, our children ought to 
progress more rapidly than they do. The reason why they 
do not is because the influences ovu¢side of school do not bal- 
ance well with those zz school and do not work enough in 
harmony. ) 

When there is a better relation established between 
- outside and inside influences, and the crowded school cur- 
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riculum is reconstructed so that it requires higher quality 
and less quantity—then will the eyes of the children become 
better fitted for seezng, and their hands grow more capable 
in doing, because their hearts will be more single in purpose 
and their aims less divided. 

Meanwhile we will do what we can each week, and will 
be pleased to have the public manifest more definite interest 
in the results. 

I thank the school board for its generous assistance and 
the teachers for their hearty co-operation with me in my new 
capacity as director of drawing.

This report, when compared with the report of the pre- 
vious year, will show that we have expended $1,431.43 less 
this year than was expended last year, notwithstanding the 
fact that we have paid $389.53 on bills that were due when 
the report of March 1, 1904, was closed. 

The cost of repairs that we found necessary to make 
this year was more than $800 in excess of the amount 
expended for that purpose the year before; but we have 
expended $162 less for books, $394 less for janitor service, 
$168 less for miscellaneous charges, and $900 less for fuel. 
Last year’s report shows that a smaller sum was paid for 
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transportation of pupils than we have been obliged to pay. 
This is due to the fact that we paid a bill of $150 for trans- 
portation which was due and should have been paid and 
included in last year’s report, which proves that the cost of 
transportation this year was $36.90 less than it was the year 
previous. The same thing is true concerning the item of 
“water,” for which we have paid the sum of $152.97 against 
the sum of $116.67 shown to have been paid by the report of 
last year. Of this $152.97 charged in our report, $45 
belonged to last year’s account and should have been paid 
at that time. . 

Late in the summer there was presented to us for pay- 
ment an old bill for fuel amounting to $383.42. The fuel 
charged for in this bill was claimed to have been furnished 
last year before our appointment. Upon examination of all 
the official reports since our city was incorporated, we 
found that the annual cost of fuel for this department was 
shown on the first day of March in each year to be as fol- 
lows: 1894, $1,119.27 ; 1895, $1,193.06 ; 1896, $940.75; 1897, 
$1,072.19 ; 1898, $1,162.15 ; 1899, $1,159.74; 1900, $1,315.58 ; 
1901, $936.68; 1902, $970.63; 1903 (the winter following 
the great coal strike), $1,311.36; while for the year ending 
March 1, 1904, the amount paid for fuel was $1,948.70, to 
which if this bill of $383.42 should be added would bring 
the amount up to $2,332.12, which would be $50 more than 
was expended for fuel during both of the two previous years. 

After comparing these sums expended for fuel during 
the ten years previous, it was so apparent to us that there 
must have been some mistake in regard to the quantity of 
fuel delivered during the previous year that we did not feel 
justified in approving the bill without explicit evidence of 
the delivery of the fuel charged for. This evidence we tried 
to procure, but were not able to obtain it. 

During the past year we have expended the sum of 
$1,040.22 for fuel. Wenow have on hand as much fuel as 
was on hand at this season last year, and beside we haves 
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had the same janitors this year that were employed last 
year to take care of the fires. 

While this report shows an unexpended balance of but 
$11.40, it is very gratifying to be able to keep within the 
amount appropriated for our use.

For some of the work more liberal provis- 
ion might well be made without reaching the point of 
extravagance. 

The requirements of the rules relative to the duties of 
the office have been adhered to. Records of the meetings, 
showing members in attendance and business transacted, 
have been kept; reports from the superintendent and truant 
officer have been regularly received, and a list of all bills 
approved by the committee on finance and claims appears on 
the books, together with a record of their classification as 
shown elsewhere in the annual report. 

Endeavoring to give such attention to detail as to make 
the department efficient, the extra steps taken have been in 
common with the prompt service of all members of the 
board, for the best welfare of Somersworth schools.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


Gentlemen :—In compliance with the city ordinances, 
your Board of Water Commissioners hereby submit the 
following annual report for the year commencing March 1; 
1904, and ending February 28, 1905. 

In pursuance of the established custom, your commis- 
sioners met at their office in the city hall, June 16, 1904, and 
organized by electing Jesse R. Horne chairman, and Charles 
H. Harmon clerk. Loren D. Casler was elected superin- 
tendent of the water works, Lewis E. Mellen engineer at the 
pumping station, and Peter King assistant engineer. 


PUMPING STATION. 


The Qumping station, including the machinery inside, 
is in a satisfactory condition, and is protected against loss 
from fire, lightning, etc., by the usual amount of insurance. 


FILTER BED. 


This connection with our pumping station is in excel- 
lent condition, and its worth as an agency in the production 
of pure water for any and all domestic purposes cannot be 
over-estimated. It has, in connection with the screen well, 
been cleaned twice during the year, and such repairs made 
as were found necessary. . 


EXTENSIONS.

The past year the water pipe has been extended from 
the corner of Main and Depot streets to the Buffumsville 
road, the cost of the same being paid for out of the earnings 
of the department. 
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SERVICE PIPE. 


During the year there have been added 14 new services, 
making a total of 888 now in use. 

It isa pleasure for us to be able to report so large a 
cash balance on hand at the end of this year, exceeding as it 
does by a number of hundred dollars any sum previously 
reported. This is unquestionably due to the steady and sat- 
isfactory growth of the works, year after year, and in some 
degree, perhaps, to its financial management. 

We find, in looking over past reports, that there were in 
use March 1, 1900, 780 services. This will go to show that 
there has been a gain in the past five years of 108. 

Should the extensions now under contemplation be car- 
ried out this gain can be kept up, and it is our opinion that, 
under ordinary conditions and economical management, in 
the very near future we will be in condition, not only to pay 
the operating expenses, including interest charges, but will 
be able to retire the bonds as they become due.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners : 


Gentlemen :—In making this, my second annual report 
for the fiscal year ending February 28, 1905, I have only to 
state that the year has been uneventful, with one or two 
exceptions which will be noted later on. I have received 
many courtesies from you gentlemen, and kindliest feelings 
have existed between all the employees. 


PUMPING STATION. | 


The pumping station has been kept in the best of order ; 
no serious mishaps during the year. The pumps are in fine 
order, and work without the least friction. The boilers 
have been inspected by the Fidelity and Casualty Company 
and found in satisfactory condition. The water fronts put 
in last year have done away with the necessity of putting in 
new mouth pieces at least twice a year, and have saved their 
cost in that respect alone. I would recommend that the 
window casing and sash be painted, as they are sadly in 
need of it. 


FILTER BED. 


The filter bed and screen well have been cleaned twice ; 
April 27, at a cost of $36; November 16, at a cost of $33.38. 
It is in good working order. Some difficulty was experi- 
enced, after cleaning in April, to get sufficient water. On 
examination it was found that the intake pipe had become 
choked, so that only a small flow of water could be obtained 
after working several days. A diver (Michael Hurley) was 
procured from Portsmouth, N. H., who on Sunday, May 8, 
removed the obstruction, and plenty of water was obtained. 
This item cost the department $74, since which time, when 
the water in the river was at its lowest, I had a platform 
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built in the river, and considerable rubbish removed. It 
will be necessary to either build a bulkhead or change the 
position of the intake pipe, to remove all danger of another 
occurrence of a like nature. 


STAND PIPE. 


A few minor leaks were repaired during the year. As 
recommended in my last report, it needs one or two coats of 
paint, and should be done at once. 


HYDRANTS. 


On the opening of spring several hydrants were found 
broken by the frost or other causes. New heads were put 
on. Hydrant on Main street, opposite oil station, was 
found leaking; joint blown off. Hydrant on Market street, 
at bridge, valve leaking ; new seat put on. Hydrant, Main 
street, opposite Fayette, valve leaking ; new seat put on.
